‘We have had several more vis- 
its from our friends the Germans

as near as ten minutes walk from 
us and dropped bombs on 3_ hos-

At there is hardly a sound 


Huse left. Several lives were lost 
here. And at there isn’t a 
window in the buildings left, 
not to mention a hospital which 
was badly damaged,.”’

Well we were all going to bed, 
when all of a sudden we heard a 
terrible report of guns, it absolute.

keepin their houses, I can tell 
you it nearly frightened the life 
outof as, But of course, “nosey” as 
usual, we looked out of the front 
dvcr and there right in front of 
our house was the zepp. The

Can you picture a love 
ly sky, all studded with stars, and 
inthe distance the reflection of 
burning buildings, and this great 
silver cigar, flying away trom it 
with shrapnel from the guns, burst 
ing all aroundit, we saw it hit 
twice, and it was brought down, 
but we have not heard much a-~ 
bout it since, Wellthey have vis- 
ited us every night since and we 
are notable to go to bed before 
about 12-30, to 1 o’clock in fact it 
was two o'clock on Saturday be~ 
fore we were able to go, You see 
they fly so high that our airships 
can’t find them very quickly,

of murdering sick children, I 
shall never forget the sight I saw, 
or the damage those cursed things 
have done to our beautifn] city,
